Friday and Saturday at the offices 
of President Van Mise at the state 
university.* The committee is com­ 
posed of President Van His®, Thom ­ 
as H. Gill of Milwaukee; Dean E. A. 
Birge, W. M. Smith of Appleton; 
H. H. Hoard of Waupun. 
One of Abe most im portant ques­ 
tions to be considered relates to the 
taxation of o res.an d mineral rights 
in Wisconsin. 
At the first meeting 
of the commission last May, a list 
of subjects to be investigated and re­ 
ported on at this meeting was 
as­ 
signed to the various members. The 
report on ore rights has been com­ 
piled by Thomas ll. Gill. W. M. Smith 
and C. K. Leith. 
Two plans 
are 
suggested. 
One is a tonnage tax up­ 
on the ore as it is taken out of the 
ground. 
This is now in operation 
in Minnesota. 
The other plan is to 
fix a tax on all ore lands. 
The lat­ 
ter system is used in Michigan. State 
Forester E. M. Griffith is strongly in 
favor of the first plan. 
All of the reports compiled 
have 
been sent to the members but will 
not b§ made public until the con­ 
vening of the legislature. 
A report 
on the proper closed season for fish 
and game has been prepared by Dean

on artificial fertilizers 
by 
ll. H. 
Hoard and Thomas H. Gill; on state 
supervision and control of waterpow­ 
e r by President Van Hise and Mr. 
Gill. 
State Forester 
Griffith will 
present a plan for the development 
of the forest reserves of the state. 
W. O. Hotchkiss has written a 
re- 
mport on drainage for the commit­ 
tee, and in conjunction with VV. M. 
Smith has prepared a report on lead 
and zinc mines in the state. The fin­ 
al report to be made to the commit­ 
tee will be presented by Mr. Hoard 
on the conservation of soils and the 
destruction of noxious weeds.
